The earliest mention of tea by an 
Englishman is probably that contained 
in a letter from Mr. Wickham, an agent 
of the East India company, written from 
Firantlo in Japan on the 2?th of June, 
1(515, to Mr. Eaton, another officer of 
the company, resident at Macao, asking 
him to send “ a pot of the best chaw. ” 
In Mr. Eaton’s accounts of expenditures 
occurs this item, “ Three silv er porrin­ 
gers to drink chaw in. “ 
It was not until the middle of the 
sev enteenth century that the English 
began to use tea. The first importations 
were from Jav a, and the price ranged 
from £ 6 to £ 1<> per pound. 
In the Mer- 
curius Politicus of September, 1658, ap­ 
pears 
the 
following 
adv ertisement: 
•‘That excellent and by all physitiaus 
approv ed China drink, called by the 
Chiueans tcha, by other nations tay. or 
tea, is sold at the Sultanes» Head, a 
coph°e house in Sweetings Rents, by 
the Royui Exchange, London.” 
Pep v s enters in his diary on the 25th 
of September, 1660, ‘‘I did send for a 
cup of tee, a China drink, of w hu h I 
had nev er drunk before.” 
This is a 
proof of the nov elty cf the drink in 
England at that date. 
In 1664 it is re ­ 
corded that the East India company 
presented the king with two pounds 
and two ounces of “ thea, ” 
About this time, howev er, the con­ 
sumption of tea and coffee became fash­ 
ionable, and the importations large in 
proportion.— Lippincott

P eace W ith M exico — T h ey A re to It« 


O rgan ised I n to a S tate M ilitia as Oitl- 


rens. 


A new example o f the co mprehensive 
statesmanship o f General Po rfirio Diaz, 
the president o f Mexico , has just co me 
into general no tice. 
Mexican newspa­ 
pers co ntain acco unts o f the nego tiatio n 
o f the treaty o f peace between the Mex­ 
ican go vernment and that po werful and 
warlike tribe o f Indians called the Ya­ 
quis, which has never been subdued 
since the Spanish co nquest o f Mexico 
in the sixteenth century, and which has 
always until this time refused to reco g­ 
nize the autho rity o f the Mexican re­ 
public. 
They have been ruled by their o wn 
laws, have refused to pay taxes, have 
kept all intruders o ut o f their do main, 
have go t. the means o f subsistence in the 
territo ry which they inhabit, and have 
succ' « .« fully resisted every attempt to 
subjugate* them. All the effo rts o f Spain 
to re« luce them during tb« * co lo nial peri­ 
o d were as ineffectual as have been tho se 
o f Mexico since she became independ­ 
ent. 
In the last, co nflict with them, 
which o ccurred three o r fo ur years ago , 
the Mexican tro o ps were unable to pen­ 
etrate the mo untaino us regio n in which 
they live and to o k their departure, as 
o thers had taken it many tina s within 
300 years. 
The tro ubles o f o ur go vern­ 
m ent with tht Apaches, Cheyemms and 
o ther ho stile tribes have been slight 
co mpared to tho se o f Mexico with lie* 
Yaquis. 
It is with these unco nquerable peo ­ 
ple that President Diaz, ItuJf an Indian 
himself, has nego tiated a peace that 
pro mises to be lasting. 
Having failed 
to vanquish them by fo rce o f arms, h 
ado pted a po licy o f pacificatio n a dvan­ 
tageo us bo th to them and to Mexico . 
When he learned by experience that the 
brigands that infested Mexico co uld no t 
be exterminated by any fo rce at his co m 
maud, he o ffered to take tho rn into the 
service o f the go vernment, as armed de 
fenders o f the public peace with go o d 
pay. 
The o ffer was 
accepted. 
They 
were put 
in unifo rm, and they have 
been so faithful fo i years in the per 
fo rmalice o f their tin tit s th at o rder has 
taken the p lac e o f brigandage in Mi x 
ico . 
It was pro bably the success thu 
gained that h <1 him to make the ;;.r- 
rangemenf which he has made with the 
Yaqui 
Indians, 
He lias pro vided ft r 
their o rganizatio n into a state militia 
as citizens o f Mexico , and he has a p ­ 
po inted ( 'hit f .letiabale as co mmand* r 
o f the fo rce at a salary o f *<>0 a mo nth. 
Ah the Yaquis have always been re­ 
no wned fo r their bravery it is pro bable 
that they will render bi tter service as 
m ilitia Ilian any o ther that has ever ex 
is I * 11 in the state o f So no ra. 
The eo nvt rsio n o f an invincible int­ 
uito a serviceable* friend has been ae 
eo mplislied by diplo macy 
It needed a 
philo so phic statesman to effect the eo n 
versio n. 
In o ne o f the Mexican jo urnals there 
is an acco unt o f a co nference held near 
the city o f Guay mas, 
'The chief o f the 
Yaquis, esco rted by bOO well arme ! 
warrio rs, ro de to the piuco where the 
Mexican peace co mmissio ner, acco mpa 
nietl by a cavalry rcgiiucut, awaited 
lum, and to gether they retired to a pa 
vilio n 111at hail been prepared fo r tie 
o ccasio n. The treaty was read; its pro 
visio ns wvre discussed; it was appro ved 
by Yaqui and M* xican; it was signet 
by the representatives o f bo th sid**s, 
and tlit'ii came the time fo r a feast that 
was enjo yed by the lngdi co ntracting 
parties. It was a ceremo nio us affair. It 
signalized the end <4 a war which ha* 
xisted ever since Spain set fo o t in .Mex­ 
ico .— New Yo rk Sun.

To give flit aud ien ce some id ea of the 
in ifin itesimal fraction of time, lie said 
the time occupied by the spark as re­ 
d uced by his apparatus was proportion 
utely as much less th an a secon d as ,» 
secon d was less than five mon ths, an d 
d urin g tHat time a bullet fired from a 
magazin e rifle could n ot travel more 
than on e five hun d red th part of an in ch. 
By tJiis simple con trivan ce he was able 
to get a brighter an d shorter spark an d 
till th a t was n ecessary to make a good 
an d share picture.— New York World .
